Cu nningham was released 
from San Qu entin prison recently after 
serving a sentence of six years for b u r­ 
glary committed 
in Orange cou nty, 
Cal., and with his lib eration there pass­ 
ed from the prison walls one of the 
strange.-t characters that ever wore the 
striped garb of the penitentiary. 
When 
Cu nningham was landed within the 
walls of San Qu entin prison he tu rned 
to the sheriff who had condu cted him 
hith*-r from the sou thern part of Cali­ 
fornia and swore a heavily solemn oath 
that no word wou ld escape his lips du r 
mg 
the period (if his incarceration. 
Cu nningham stood b y his oath throu gh 
the long, weary years of his sentence, 
and liis tongu e never loosened u ntil he 
stepped withou t the prison walls the 
other day, a free man. 
Whenever it b ecame necessary for 
Cu nningham to commu nicate his needs 
or wants to others lu s did wo in writing 
or b y motions. 
After b eing confined in 
the prison a short, time he was thou ght 
to l>e insane, and was sent to the Ukiab 
asylu m. 
Hero he v,.,w confined b u t a 
short time, for it was soon ascertained 
he was in ids right mind and merely 
acting in a stu b b orn manner. 
Word 
was sent to the prison officials, and 
Gu ard Miller was sent to the asylu m to 
b ring the prisoner hack. 
When near 
Santa Rosa ho ju mped throu gh a car 
window, b u t was captu red after a hard 
chase. 
After his retu rn ho still preserved an 
inviolab le silence and was pu t into 
what is known as crank alley. Here all 
kinds of influ ence was b rou ght to b ear 
u pon him to cau se him to speak, hu t 
withou t avail 
He also refu sed to have 
his hair cu t, and when released the 
other morning his hair was measu red 
and 
was 
fou nd to tie 64 inches in 
length. 
When relieved of Ids prison garb , a 
smile overspread Ids cou ntenance. Sev­ 
eral people spoke to him, b u t he only 
grinned. 
Once ou tside the prison gate 
Cu nningham made u p for lost time. He 
condemned every one arou nd the prison 
for ids confinement. 
When asked how 
he managed to control himself and [ire 
serve an u nb roken silence for so mu nv 
years, he angrily replied that he had no 
explanation to make.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

On b oard the Zion tho men slept very 
near the large array of b arrels contain­ 
ing the arsenic. 
They were stored in 
the hold, near the forecastle, and par 
tially exposed to tho rays of the su n, 
which streamed in throu gh tho open 
hatch. 
When only ab ou t a week ou t 
from port, one of the crew mentioned to 
his messmates that a pecu liar and in 
doscrib ab le odor was coining from the 
casks containing the dru g. 
It was not 
long after their attention had b een call 
ed to it that they all noticed the same 
thing, and, strange to say, noticed it all 
the more forcib ly a week later. Several 
of the German tars b ecame aware ot 
the fact that they were tilling ou t their 
clothes to a mu ch greater extent than 
when they shipped 
Many others, as 
days w e n t 011, b ecame ab normally stou t, 


111 vast contrast to the former slim ap­ 
pearance which many of them present­ 
ed b efore the land was left. 
One man 
gained, it is said, 25 pou nds. 
Others 
were alfeeted to a Jess extent. 
Bu t the 
aggregate weight pu t on b y tho entire 
crew was little less than 400 pou nds. 
The entire su dden taking on of avoir­

RUSSIAN RAILROADS. 


The C *n i-’m (¡m ••riiiu cnt I* I'lmhln* 
T h e m T o v m r d t h e I n d i an F r o n t i e r . 
From a German diplomat, who has 
ju st retu rned from Persia has been ob­ 
tained the interesting information that 
Ru ssian inilimnor is now paramou nt, in 
the slu sh’s empire. 
Ru ssia, withou t 
mak ing any fu ss abou t, it, lias recently 
completed the constru ction of a railway 
from Resist, on the sou thwestern coast 
of the Caspian sea, to Kashin, near 
Teheran, and Ru ssian capital, the ac­ 
tivities of which may be tak en as the 
pu lse of the St. Petersbu rg government, 
is seek ing and obtaining railway con­ 
cessions which will mak e it a simple 
matter to mobilize the imperial u rmy 
on the Persian 
gu lf or the Afghan 
frontier. The railway already oomplet 
eii will enable Ru ssia at need to mass 
troops on short notice near Teheran, Gu t 
in addition thereto Ru ssian engineers 
have obtained a concession for the con­ 
stru ction of a railway throu gh northern 
Persia, and the preliminaries u ru u l- 
ready u nder way 
From Ttiherau . which lies abou t <50 
miles sou th of the Caspian sea, to R am ­ 
adan, 150 miles sou thwest of Teheran, 
a German sy ndicate is now oonstiu ct- 
ing a railway . 
Negotiations are now 
in progress between the shah and the 
czar’s government for the bu ilding of a 
road parallel to the German railway , 
and another from 
R a m a d a n sou theast 
to Bu shir, cjii the Persian gu lf 
If those 
negotiations are su ccessfu l the granting 
of Bu shir as a Ru ssian coaling station 
will also he inclu ded. 
Ru ssia already 
has a naval station iu Persian territory 
at Ashu rada, on the sou theastern cou rt 
of the Caspian sea. 
According to pres­ 
ent indications there will dou bt less soon 
bo a Ru ssian 
railway 
ru nning both 
from Itesht and from Ashu rada to Tehe­ 
ran, 
and 
thence 
throu gh 
Ramadan 
straight throu gh Persia to Bu shir and 
the Persian gu lf. — Ex change.
